THE SPANISH WAY. 


Four Condemned Anarchists Garroted 
at Madrid 


A HORRIBLE SPECTACLE OF LEGAL TOR- 
TURE IN PUBLIC, 


ASpy Arrested With Parts of Germany’s 
New Rifle on His Person—The Bischoff 
Case Revived—Memorial Services for 
the Late Mr. Spurgeon—General For- 
eign—Brief Mention. 


MADRID, Feb. 10.—The attempts made bya 
number of prominent persons, including the 
Bishop of Cadiz, to secure a commutation of 
the death sentence passed upon the four an- 
archists who led the recent attack upon the 
town of Xeres, were without any successful 
results, and accordingly the prisoners were 
executed to-day. The platform upon which 
the garrotes were fixed was in the plaza 
directly in front of the jafl in which the con- 
demned men were confined, and the march 
from there tothe place of execution was a 
shortone. In accordance with the Spanish 
custom in the case Of criminals condemned 
to death, the four men passed their 
last bight on earth the 
chapel attached to the prison, 
where they, or at least two of them,who pro- 
fessed to be Christians, received religious 
consolation from the priests in attendance 
upon them. Early this morning the final 
mass was said, and shortly afterward the 
prisoners, escorted byanumber of guards 
and the priests, who, as they marched before 
and behind the condemned, read the prayers 
for the dying, were taken to the plaza. Here 
they ascended the platform,and, taking seats 
in two pairs, the executioners fixed the col- 
jars about their necks, and ina short time 
they bad paid the penalty of theircrimes with 


their lives.

THE GARROTE,. 

The instrument of death used in Spain is 
always, unless shooting is specified, the gar- 
rote. Thisis a brass collar which is con- 
tracted by means ofa screw in the back. As 
this screw is turned the collar shuts upon the 
neck of the condemned and atthe same 
time the sharpened steel point of the screw 
enters the spinal marrow where it joins 
with the brain, causing instantaneous death. 

The spectacle wasa horrible one. AS the 
screw of the garrote entered the spine their 
heads fell forward, the faces turning purple 
and tongues protruding, A cry of horror 
went up from many in the crowd. 

Ever sincé the men were condemned to 
death by the court-martial before which 
they were tried they have not been allowed 
the privilege ofatrialinan ordinary criml- 
nalcourt. The authorites fearedthat the 
lawless element in Xeres andthe villages in 
the vicinity would attempt to rescue them, 

PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 

Great excitement prevailed amang the 
lower classes when the fact became generally 
known that the Anarchists were to dle by the 
garrote, and the authorities, to prevent any 
outbreak, placed extra guards about the 
prison. The military was also held in readi- 
ness for any contingency that might arise. 
Notwithstanding the fact that many threats 
were made, these preparations had the effect 
of awing the active Anarchists and their 
sympathizers, and the result was that the 
executions passed off without the slightest 
attempt at disturbance. 

The platform on which the men were ex- 
ecuted was surrounded by detachments of 
infantry and cavalry, and the route from the 
jail to the platform was lined with soldiers 
with loaded rifies. The executions were 
public and the plaza and the streets leading 
to it were packed with a dense mass of 
people from an early hour. The throng, 
however, was apparently more animated 
with a morbid curiosity than with any desire 
to create a disturbance, and the police found 
little difficulty in keeping the crowd within 
bounds, 

DISORDER AT XERES. 

The condemned men were leaders in the 
attack upon and plundering of Xeres on Jan. 
5, by a band of raiders, said to be anarchists 
and belong to an organization for arousing a 
rebellion in Spain. Great excitement pre- 
valled throughout the night in Peres and Bar- 
celona owing tothe agitation of the working 
classes against the execution of tbe anarch- 
ists. The militia was kept in barracks, to be 
called upon should the agitators prove too 
much for the police. There is evidence that 
& plot had been formed fora general riot and 
attack upon the authorities but the conspir- 
ators were deterred by the strong prepara- 
tions made to maintain order. Bands of 
workingmen paraded the streets singing rev- 
Olutionary songs, and in several instances 
there were encounters between the mob ana 
police, resulting badly for the mob. 

The names of the four men executed were: 
Busigni, Zargetilla, Lamela, Levrijano, 

ANTIDOTE FOR ANARCHY. 

The Anarchist propaganda has many ex- 
ponents in their province of Cordova, and 
the spread of that pernicious doctrine has 
had the effect of awakening the civil and 
religious authorities tothe fact that some- 
thing must be done to counteract the infiu- 
ence of these axitators among the lower 
Classes. The bishop of Cordova has taken 
active steps to overcome the evil which is 
spreading its insidious person among the 
working men in his See, He believes that by 
educating the masses they will be inoculated 
against the disease of Anarchism and be is 
therefore organizing workmen’s education 
societies. The movement promises to bring 
about the result desired, and large numbers 
of the working men are joining.

BRITISH TOPICS. 


REMAINS OF MR. SPURGEON LYING IN STATE-—IN 
PARLIAMENT. 


Loxpon, Feb. 10.—The coffin containing 
the remains of Rev. Mr. Spurgeon remains in 
the same manner as yesterday covered with 
floral tributes in the center of the Metropol- 
itan Tabernacle. Upon the top of the flowers 
was placed an open Bible, the same book so 
often read by the dead man within that 
sacred building. Among the many fioral 
offerings placed upon the great preacher's 
comin was a wreath of roses sent by the 
French Baptists. The religious services in 
the tabernacle to-day commenced at 11 
o’clock. The building was packed with peo- 
ple of all classes and conditions. The 
orphanage bovs openedthe ceremonies by 
singing *‘The Sandsof Time are sinking,’’ 
after which the Rev. Mr. Pearce offered up 
prayers forthe dead. The entire assemblage 
then united with fervor in singing the hymn 
**All Hail to Thy Power.’’ The Rev. Dr. 
Angus then delivered a most impressive ad- 
dress, recalling the history of the Metropoll- 
tan Tabernacie and the good work done 
through it and by it, inthe course of which 
the speaker warmly eulogized the departed 
pastor. 

The Rev. Dr. Pierson followed and read a 
letter from the widow praying that the peo- 
ple’s faith should not fail, and saying that 
**He is not here; he is risen,’” and that not 
forone moment would she wish him back 
aan though dearer to her than tongue can 

ell, 

Secretary Harrold then announced that the 
last message of Charles H. Spurgeon to his 
brethren of the tabernacle was, ‘‘Love to all 
friends.’’ 

Other speakers who had been associated 
with the late pastor ofthe tabernacle in bis 
g00d work followed in eulogies of the dead. 
The next meeting in the tabernacle will take 
place at 8 o’clock this afternoon. 

IN PARLIAMENT. 

In the house of Commons, this afternoon, 
Mr. Thomas Sexton, member from West Bel- 
fast, gave notice of an amendment to the ada- 
dress to the crown setting forth the alleged 
inability of the Imperial Parliament to legis- 
late for the special interests of Ireland, and 
giving as instances of this inability the fall- 
ure of the local purchase act of 1891. 

Mr. Wm. Johnston, member for South Bel- 
fast, and Mr. Thomas Wallace Russeil, mem- 
ber forthe South Division of Tyrone, pre- 
sented petitions from East Belfast, praying 
that the seat of Mr. Edward 8S. W. De Cobain, 
the member from that division who ts absent 
from England with the announced intention 
of not returning, Owing To the fact that a 
warrant for his arrest, on the charge of 
grossly immoral conduct, has been issued, be 
declared vacant. 

THE IRISH LEADERSHIP.

VALPARAISO, Feb. 10.—President Montt re- 
turned to Santiago yesterday from his toyr 
through the southern provinces of the Re- 
public.

Forbes, Liberal, by 67 majority, a 
decrease of 34 votes from last year. Mr. 
Forbes made the fighton the Liberal policy 
of unrestricted reciprocity with the United 
States, while his opponent, Mr. Morin, con- 
ducted his canvass on purely local issues. 
The election in Halifax for the two vacant 
seats in the Dominion Parliament takes place 
on Thursday, but no election here for years 
has caused so little excitement. The govern- 
ment majority, it is believed, will be reduced.

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WILL NOT RESIGN. 


Blaine Denies‘a Rumor That He Will 
Leave the Cabinet. 


WHISPERS OF CHANGES IN THE PREsI- 
DENT’S POLITICAL FAMILY. 


Presidential Preferences— Morton and 
Rusk Named by a Group of Republican 
Senators—Tilden Club Banquet—New 
Jersey Democrats Want Tariff Reform 
~—John M. Thayer’s Latest Freak. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—Secretary 
Blaine had a conference with the President 
this morning in regard totrade relations with 
Oanada. As he was leaving the White House 
a representative of the Associated Press 
showed him the published statement that he 
was about to retire from the Cabinet. He 
read it slowly andthen said with delibera- 
tion: ‘‘Itis entirely false. There. is not a 
word oftruth init. These stories are being 
circulated by idle persons, who have nothing 
better todo, andI ask youto deny them in 
the most positive terms. This statement is 
an infernal lie.’’ 

Questioned as to other rumored changes in 
the Cabinet Mr. Blaine said: ‘‘I do not know 
anything about them. I haveallicando to 
deny the absurd rumors about myseif with- 
out giving attention to those concerning oth- 
ers. Isuppose these rumors are started by 
the same men who set afloat the one about 
me. There seems to be no more foundation 
for them.’’ 

Notwithstanding this denial comes swiftly 
on the heels of the report, thereare st fil 
rumors of impending Cabinet changes in 
quiet circulation. One is that Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker is to resign in a few 
days and is to be sent to Paris to succeed Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid. It is reportedas a sequel 
that-Gen. James Clarkson is to be appointed 
Postmaster-General. 

These moves on the party checkerboard 
are said to have been arranged on the occa- 
sion of Mr. Wanamaker’s visit to Mr. Clark- 
> wa at the Plaza Hotel in New York last S5un- 

ay. 

An effort to verify these rumors was made 
last night without success. Gen. Clarkson 
was unable to see a reporter, He expects to 
go to Asheville, N. C., to-day to be treated 
for rheumatic aches and pains.

Tye preponderance of Democratic senti- 
ment favors Grover Cleveland in about the 
proportion of eight tofivefor Hill. The Indl- 
ana State officials are for Gray first, Cleve- 
land second, In Onilo Campbell has a com- 
pliimentary support. Others who are favor- 
ably considered are Gorman, Flower, Boles 
Palmer and General Black. A strong desire 
fora Western man was developed in some 
quarters. ° 

A group of Republican United States Sena- 
tors, discussing the presidential outlook, 
evolved a new ticket which seemed to find 
considerable favor. This ticket is Morton and 
Rusk. Asis wellknown, Mr. Morton is held 
in high esteem by the Senators on both sices 
of the chamber, and many Republicans 
would be glad to see him placed at the head 
of the ticket, not only for personal reasons 
but because they recognize that his singular- 
ly pure record, bis probity, and his extended 
circle of friends would make him an avail- 
able candidate in any section, while his con- 
servatism on financial questions and his suc- 
cess as a business man would attract the 
commercial centers of the Eastto him. Sec- 
retary Rusk of course is popular with the 
agricultural classes, and is name has al- 
ready been suggested on account of the 
strength which he would develop in the 
Northwestern and prairie States.

Negotiations for Reciprocal Trade With 
Canada. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF THE DOMINION 
AND UNITED STATES CONFER. 


Preliminaries Arraigned—Bland’s Fee 
Coinage Bill Agreed to in Committee— 
The Measure Does Not Alter the Stand- 
ard Weight—Proposed Legislation on 
the Tariff and Appropriations. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—The nego- 
tiations between the United States and Can- 
ada in regard to reciprocal trade relations 
were opened formally to-day at a conference 
held at the State Department of the repre- 
sentatives of each Government. The Secre- 
tary of State and Gen. John Foster repre- 
sented the United States, while Canada was 
represented by ajcommission consisting of 
Sir John Thompson, Minister of Justice, ana 
Attorney-General Hon. McKenzie Bowell, 
Minister of Customs and Militia; Hon, George 
E. Foster, Minister of Finance; Mr. Parmlee, 
Deputy Commissioner of Customs, and Mr. 
Stewart, Private Secretary. The commis- 
sion really consists of the three first named 
officials, the others accompanying them as 
attaches. Mr. Bowell takes the place of Sir 
Charles Tupper, but otherwise the commis- 
sion is the same as that which _visited 
Wasbington last spring. This morning Sec- 
retary Blaine spent half an hour with the 
President atthe White wouse going over the 
ground to be taken by the United States in 
the coming conferences. He then at ll 
o’clock went to the State Department and 
met Gen, Foster in the diplomatic reception 
room. In a few minutes Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British Mintster, appeared and noti- 
fied the Secretary that the Canaaian dele- 
gates were ready to enter upon the negotia- 
tions, and it was arranged that they should 
proceed to the State Department. 

PRELIMINARIES, 

They arrived about noon and there was a 
preiiminary session of an hour, during which 
the conferees talked ‘‘acruss the board,’’ as 
the diplomatic phrase goes, and arranged 
the ground for the coming conference, which 
will last several days. 

The series of negotiations is intended by 
the Canadian authorities as a preliminary 
interchange of views for the purpose of as- 
certaining the nature of the subjects that 
each side will be willing to discuss and what 
form the discussion shall take. The results 
nat a a be reached will not therefore be 

nal, 

The entire movement is instigated and 
pressed by Canada and is not, as nas been 
persistently stated, the result of wishes ex- 
pressed by the United States, for a closer 
trade relationship. The history of the nego- 
tiation, in brief, is as follows: 

THE NEGOTIATIONS.

A date in October was later 
fixed upon fora continuation of the negotia- 
tions, but when the time arrived Secretary 
Biaine was in Maine and the President sug- 
gested a delay until his return. The last re- 
quest fora conference came some weeks ago 
from Canada and was agreed to by this Gov- 
ernment. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION, 


THE CRISP-SPRINGER TARIFF PROGRAMME— 
APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Febd. 10.—The in- 
dorsement of the Crisp-Springer plan of 
tariff legislation by David A. Wells has ex- 
erted a strong influence tu its behalf. Coming 
as Mr. Wells’ letter did at the same time 
with Mr. Mills’ speech before the Reform 
Club of New York it divided attention with 
an utterance which otherwise might have 
been the voicing of serious opposition to the 
Springer programme. But it is believed to 
be impossible now to array any number of 


Democrats against the accepted policy of the 
majority of the House as expressed through 
the Speaker and his premier. Mr. Wells 
stands for as much and as long-continued 
loyalty to the cause of tariff reform as does 
Mr. Mills, and his hearty acceptance of the 
Springer plan of attacking protection Is 
thought to indicate a pergees on the part of 
those known as extreme tariff reformers to 
assist in the carrying out of the present pol- 
icy of the party. Mr. Springer and his 
friends held several important conferences 
last weak, andthey are well satisfied with 
the outlook. 

The different committees chargea with the 
preparation of appropriation bills are now 
busy with the estimates submitted and witn- 
in a fortnight willhave their work well in 
hand. Thereisa popular misconception of 
how this work isdone. The fact thata com- 
mittee has just beguu the preparation of its 
bill is not to be accepted as arguing that the 
whole subjectis yet to be canvassed. Take 
the Post-Office Committee as an example. 
The estimates for the Post-office Department 
have for some time been prepared. The com- 
mittee, therefore, has only to address itself to 
an examination of these and of the proposi- 
tions, if any,for extending the postal service, 
and the new biliis sooninéhape. Nor is the 
matter entirely new when it reaches the 
Senate. The bill is no sooner reported to the 
House and printed than the Appropriations 
Committee of the Senate becomes informed 
unofficially of its contents, and by the time 
the bill is passed by the House and officiaily 
sent over, the Senate Committee is not — 
ready to receive it, but tomake short wor 
of it and report it back to the Senate. 

so far asthe supply bills are concerned, 
therefore, there nb be no fear of along 
session of Congress. They willall be ready 
in a comparatively short time, and under the 
rules just adopted in the House can 
speedily disposed of by that : 

There may be difficulty, however, in get- 
ting as prompt work out of the Senate. It is 
already intimated that the Republican lead- 
ers of the Senate will for a long session, 
upon the assumption that the longer the 
large Democratic majority in the House is 
kept together the greater be the sum of 
Democratic contention and factional differ- 


ences.

‘THE ROBBER CUTS A. A. BRUNER WHEN 
THE LATTER CAPTURED HIM. 


The Deed Committed at 10:80 this Morn- 
ing Near the Power-House in the 
Presence of a Number of People—The 
Batohel Contained $4,500—McKenzie 
Locked Up at the Second District Po- 
Mee Station—He Refuses to Talk-—Boot- 
black Burglars—A Wife Charges a Hus- 
band With Cruelty—Police News. 


_ At 10:30 o’clock this morning Paymaster 
Robt. D. Jennings of the St. Louis Railway 
Co. (Broadway line) was robbed of a valise 
containing $4,500 in currency, the boldness of 
the robbery being worthy of the most daring 


highwayman. 

It took place on one or thecars of the 
‘Brondway line going south, the robbery be- 
ingattempted justas the car crossed Arse- 
nal street, which is 2400 south. ° 

By the bola and prompt action of Conduc- 
tor Maffy ot the car on which the robbery was 
committed, the robber was prevented from 
escaping with his valuable booty. But 
he was only captured after an exciting 
chase and a desperate resistance, in 
which he stabbed the citizen who 
attempted to arrest bim. 

The robber’s name is George McKingle, a 
young man about 25 years old, smooth-faced, 
and he is now in custody at the Second Dis- 
trict Sub-station. 

That the robbery was prearranged is evi- 
denced by the fact that, according to Pay- 
master Jennings’ story, McKinzie followed 
him from Broadway and Salisbury 
street, the northern office of the 
Broadway Line, to the spot in the southern 
partof the city where the robbery was at- 


tempted. 

It was pay day for the employes of the 
road and Paymaster Jennings was on his way 
to the Broadway car shops in South St, 


Louls to pay off that force. 

He boarded the south-bound car at Broad- 
way and Salisbury streets, carrying in his 
hand the little satchel containing the $4,500 
necessary for the pay-roll. He 
also noticed the man, George 
McKinzie, get on the same car atthat corner, 
as though he had been waiting, and McKinzile 
entered the car and sat down near Paymaster 


Jennings. 

Nothing suspicious was. noticed 
man’s behavior during the long 
along the city front. But 
just as the car reached 
Arsenal street, McKinzie suddenly sprang up, 

sped the valise, which he tore violently 
om Paymaster Jennings’ hands, rusheu 
through the car, and sprang off. 

Conductor Maffy saw the daring robbery 
and without hesitation, left his car and gave 
* mot chase to McKinzle, giving the alarm as 

heran. 

The robber darted up the alley running 
westward between Arsenal and Wyoming 
streets. He was followed by Conductor 
Maffy anda others. 

Inthealley a citizen named Archibald 
Bruner saw the robber coming towards 
him and intercepted his filght. 

McKinzle dropped the satchel containing 
the $4,500, drew a knife and rushed at Bruner, 
cutting him intheside. Then he fied swiftly, 
but was captured atlastat Broadway, near 
Arsenal street, not a great distance from 
where his bold robbery had been committed. 

He was captured by the employes of the 
Broadway line power house and taken tothe 
Second District Sub-station. The satchel! 
and money were returned at once to Paymas- 
ter Jennings. 

McKinzie refuses to talk of his crime, and 
will zive no account of himselfto the police. 

McKinzie was taken to the main Second 
District Station from the Gate street sub- 
station at 2:25 p. m. this afternoon by officer 
Crackaw, and was lodged ina cell.

The Labor Question Discussed by 
Painters and Decorators, 


SOME INTERESTING IDEAS ON THE 8UB- 
JECT GIVEN IN CONVENTION. 


A Paper in Which the Employers’ Side 
of the Question Was Ably Set Forth— 
President Beattie’s Speech—Reports of 
the Committée on Resolutions—Paint 
and Varnish Tests. 


The delegates to the convention of the 
Master House Painters’ and Decorators’ 
Association was called to order by President 
Beattie at 10 o’clock to-day. The dele- 
gates gathered in the grand hall 
of the Odd Fellows’ Building 
very promptly in view of the previous éven- 
ing of pleasure, Secretary F. F. Black called 
the role of officersand the Executive Board. 
President Beattie then announced that the 
convention would listen to a paper on ‘‘The 
Relation Between Employer and Employe,’’ 
by Mr. Peter Long of  8&t. Paul. 
Mr. Partridge of the same city 
read the paper because Mr. Long 
was unable to do so with effect in the large 
hall. Mr. Partridge introduced the paper 
with some remarks to the effect that the 
Association of St. Paul met the issue of sur- 
render or resistance to the unions 
squarely, and won the fight. He 
believed that everyone in the business 
must meet the question. The paper said that 
the time was, when the relations between 
employer and employe were cordial. But the 
rush of the present day destroyed this re- 
ciprocal feeling. The sacrifice of quality of 
work to the exigencies of time forced 
upon the market a class of men who 
received first-class pay for third-class work 
Inexperienced men, the paper continued, 
who had been forced into service in time of 
need joined the unton, and when they were 
discharged laid their complaint before 
the union, A strike was precipitated 
and the union torced upon the 
boss the question of who should run his busi- 
ness. ‘‘Howcana more harmonious condl- 
tion be produced?’’ the paper asked, and 
made answer that the remedy was to free the 
journeymen from the _ slavery of the 
scheming agitators. Labor organizations, it 
was said, which employed coercion, made an 
unwarranted interference with the great 
American right of each man to work out his 
own destiny. Mr. Long gave a seriesof 
hints for a remedy of the labor 
question. First, books or 
registers should be established 
in each city, and upon this register the 
names should be inscribed ofall resident 
journeymen Who will pledge themselves to 
give no support toany society which resorts 
to theats and coercion ; secondly ,cards,signed 
by the local Master Painters’ Association 
should be furnished to properly registered 
workmen who choose totravel; third, regis- 
tered men should be given the preference; 
fourth, wherever business justified such 
action, a bureau should be estab 
lished where employers and employes 
should make known their wants; fifth, a 
lending fund for the resident. regis- 
tered journeymen should be estab- 
lished, and a master painter, belong- 
ing to the local. association, should 
accept work from the borrower in payment 
of the loan, without interest, the master 
painter to return the value 
oO the loan to the fund; 
sixth, master ainters should take out 
accident policies for men who are engaged in 
hazardous work; seventh, beds for 
needy painters should be en- 
dowed in hospitals; eighth, the 
condition should be exacted from the men 
that they retuse to aflillate with unions which 
sa oy coercive methods. 

The paper went on to say that the master 
painter had to deal with a soulless corpora- 
tion, on one hand, which required the most 
work for the least money; and, on the other 
hand, with workmen who wanted the most 
money for the least work. Painters’ associa- 
tions should give the corporations to under- 
stand that they will not ve liable for damages 
done by the labor unions and the devil. 
Acloser unity betweenthe building trades 
was recommended, and the diffusion of sound 
principles was urged. Mr. Long concluded 
with a strong eulogy of individual liberty and 
a resistance to coercion. 

AGAINST THE CARD SYSTEM. 

Mr. J. G. McCarthy of Chicago made a fa- 
cetious commentary on the paper. The 
gist of his remarks was the whole- 
some benefit of an American. ed- 
ucation, the absence of which he fllustrated 
with a few shining examples in Chicago 
public life, Mr. Partridge of St. Paul re- 
minded the members that the Amalgamated 
Trades Union intended to introduce a card 
system April 1, and he moved the 
appointment ofa committee to obviate the 
danger. Mr. Kealy of Cincinnati! said thatin 
his ‘city there was a LBuilders’ Congress 
which was united for action against all com- 
ers, whether they were workmen 
or whether they were their own em- 
ployers. Mr. Blohm of Brooklyn 
moved that the matter should be referred to 
the iocal associations. President John 
Beattie left the Chair to speak onthe subject. 
He sald: ‘*’The labor question is the impor- 
tant question; itis the coming and and it is 
the past question. It is like Banguo’s ghost, 
it will not down, There are many 
men who are not willing to. be led, but they 
are urged on by fear. The foeofthe men 
and of the association is the Walking Dele- 
gate, who wueither works, neither does he 
spin. I recommend an affiliation of the 
building associations, for the power 
of the men lies in organization. 
There are some men who do 
not reason because they have no reason. 
You must speak tothelr stomachs. I venture 
to say there is nota large city in the country 
wherein the united working trades could not 
break a strike in three weeks. I know 
this isa harsh remedy, but self- preservation 
is the first law of nature, I have no respect 
for the man who grinds his men because he 
has the power to do so, and the man who 
makes unwarranted demands is entitled to 
no consideration,’’ 

Mr. Downey of Cleveland believed in the 
curative qualities of education. Mr. Long 
urged the association to place itself on record 
in regard to this question. He said Mr. 
Partridge had papers, signed by St. Paul men 
which bound them to severe their con- 
nection with coercive unions if consideration 
oftheiremployment. He said that there was 
a plan on foot in St. Paul to establish a regis- 
ter and lending fund. Mr. Titus Berger of 
Pittsburg mentioned the success. won 
in his city over an eight-hour 
strike last May. by the union of the trades 
mechanics in a Buliders’ Exchange. He said 
that the exchange, after a three months’ 
lock-out, beat the men. Pres®ient Beattie 
Suggested -the substitution for Mr. 
Blohm’s motion to refer the 
solution of the difficulty to the local associa- 
tions, of another motion to refer it 
tothe Executive Board, and to recom- 
mend to the State and local associa- 
tions the necessity of affiliating with 
the members of the other building trades. 
No objection was raised to the change and 
the motion was carried unanimously. 

The Committee on Resolutions recommend- 
ed the substitution for a resolution offered 

esterday which had for its aim a closer union 

tween master painters’ associations and 
manufacturers of another resolution to send 
manufacturers and dealers a protest against 
their method of giving petty purchasers the 
same discounts DOW given boss painters. The 
recommendation of the committee was ac- 
cepted as read. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

The committee recommended that Mr. 
Jesse Cornelius’ resolution to appoint a com- 
mittee of five fora display at the World’s 
Fair be referred to the new Executive 
Boara, This was accepted as read. 
The committee disapproved of Mr. Corne- 
linus’ other resolution to establish a trade 
paper, and the convention confirmed 
the decision. the lu of 
Mr. St. Clair of St. Louls to 
discourage a tendency to divide painters and 
decorators was returned without recom. 
mMendation. On motion the resolution was 
ordered spread on the minutes and in- 
dorsed.

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The American Fraternal Circle’s Affairs 
to Be Investigated. 


MEMBERS DISSATISFIED WITH THE AC- 
TION OF THE BALTIMORE MEETING, 


The St. Louis Delegation to Hold an In- 
dignation Meeting—Sick Benefits Re- 
duced and No Insurance to Be Paid 
Until the End of Seven Years—Light 
Thousand Members in St. Louis. 


The St. Louis delegates tothe American 
Fraternal Circle’s national convention at 
Baltimore last week have nearly allreturned, 
and the few tardy ones are expected home by 
Saturday evening, when the delegation will 
hold a meeting for the purpose of discussing 
the radical changes made by the convention 
and formulating a reportto the sixty-one 
different local councils they represented at 
Baltimore. There are fifty-nine delegates in 
all, and the meeting will probably bea lively 
one as some of them arered hot over the ac- 
tion of certain other delegates, not in 
the convention at Baltimore, but before then 
and since. Although the American Fraternal 
Circle isa comparatively new organization, 
not yet four years old, it is one of the 
strongest fraternal ordersin St. Louls, num- 
bering 61 councils, with a membership of 
nearly 8,000, atout one-third of the entire 
membership ofthe order. The headquarters 
are at Baltimore and the Supreme Council, 
which controls the ‘affairs of the order, Is 
composed of residents of that city, as is also 
the committee in chargeof the order’s re- 
serve fund. The first subordinate Councilin 
St. Louls was organized inthe Spring of 1889, 
and is known as St. Louls Council No, 28, and 
since then new councils have been organized 
attherate of about two per month. The 
largest council is Protection, No. 40, which is 
said to have over 600 members. Ladies are 
eligible to membership, as indeed everybody 
is of the Caucasian race between the ages of 
16 and 60, 

THE BENEFIT SCHEME, 

The membership was divided into six 
Classes, according to the amount of life insur. 
ance they wanted, from $200 to $1,000,and this 
insurance was to be pald in installments— 
three-tenths of itatthe end ofthree years, 
two-tenths more atthe end of the fifth year, 
and the balance at seven years’ membership. 
The assessments wereto be from 25 cents to 
$2.50 each, and it was represented that the 
order could be Kept up with one assessment 
per month, and up to last month 
when a double assessment was or. 
dered, that was all that was paid. 
In case of sicknessevery $1,000 member was 
to be allowed $25 a week for eight weeks and 
he was entitled to that much, that 1s $200 in 
sick banefits, every year provided he was 
actually sick elght weeks In the year, and the

fa member claimed no sick benefits the first 
year, he could get double the amount the 
second year and so on. 

THE BALTIMORE MEETING. 

Abouta month ago ora little less the &t. 
Louis councils received notice that the 
Supreme Council would hold an important 
meeting on Feb. 3, which should be attended 
by a representative of every subordinate 
council in the country. The character of the 
important business to be transacted was not 
stated, and the St. Louls members with a 
few exceptions were kept in the dark 
in regard to it, Dut some of the gentile- 
men just returned from Baltimore 
claim that the great secret was known toa 
favored few in St. Louis. The majority, 
however, went to Baltimore supposing that 
the order was ina flourishing condition and 
found that the Supreme Council could not 
continue the payment of insurance certi- 
ficCates under the installment planas pro- 
vided by the constitution andthat it had 
abolished the installment plan entirely and 
passed a resolution to defer all payments 


ficate. 

The St. Louisians vigorously protested at 
first, but finding that opposition was useless, 
they voted for the resolution, indorsing the 
Supreme Council’s action.

BILLS ARE READY.|2 


The Assembly to Legislate for the Pro- 
tection of Railroad Crossings. 


ORDINANCES HAVE BEEN DRAWN Up, 
AND WILL BE INTRODUCED. 


The Matter Will Probably Be Taken Up at 
the Meeting Next Tuesday—All the 
Councilmen and a Number of the Dele- 
gates Are in Favor of Guards for Rapid 


Transit. 


The City Council devoted so much time to 
Collector -Ziegenhein last night that the 
dangerous railroad crossings in the city were 
forgotten, and the bill which Councilman 
Arnstein, Chairman of the Committee on 
Railroads, intended to introduce for the 
better protection of the public at crossings 
cannot now be presented uptil next Tues- 
day night. A Similar bill would have been 
introduced in the House of Delegates last 
night had it not been generally supposed 
that a Council Dill covering the ground 
was being prepared and would be pre- 
sented in the Upper House. Both 
Jiouses cre almost unanimously in favor of 
requiring the railroad companies to guard 
their dangerous crogsings both day and night 
and to put up bars as well as to employ 
watchmen, ‘‘ILheartliy approve of it,’’ said 
counciiman Wehner when spoken to in re- 
gard to the matter yesterday. ‘‘I think that 
all the crossings that have much traffic 
should be protected. The present laws 
requiring gates On Certain streets should be 
enforced, as also the one requiring night and 
day watchmen, and not only should all these 
streets be protected, but a great many more. 
In Germany all crossings are protected 
whether in the city or in the country. 
Wherever a country road crosses a rail- 
road on ae tevel with it, a guard 
is kept stationed there day and 
night. Yes, I will favor any bill for the bet- 
ter protection of the public at our railroad 
crossings.’’ 

(ounciiman James expressed pretty much 
the sameopinion. He said that he was in 
favor of compelling the railroad companies 
to put up gates and employ watchmen at all 
their dangerous crossings and would vote for 
such a measure. 

rOR BARS AND RAPID TRANSIT. 

Mr. Thos. J. Bradshaw, the Twenty-eighth 
Ward's representative in the House of Dele- 
gates, andthe Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Railroads, was found to be in favor 
of the ‘‘protection’’ movement. ‘‘I would 
like to see bars put up at all the crossings and 
the railroads then given the privilege of 
running their trains as fast as they want to, 
oratleast much faster than the law at pres- 
ent sanctions. 1 agree with Mr. Sioan and 
Mr. Anderson that the old law prohibiting the 
running of trains ata greater speed than six 
miles an hour within the city limits should De 
repealed or materially amended.’’ 

The railroad trains should be allowed to 
run at least as fast as the electric 
and cable trains, he thinks, and some of 
them ‘on the Union Depot Line) are now per- 
mitted torun ata filteen-mile-an-hour rate. 
If watchmen are stationed atthe crossings 
at night as well as in the day time anda 
further safeguard is added in the way of 
gates or bars, very few accidents would hap- 
pen at railroad crossings, Mr. Bradshaw 
says, and none atall for which the rallroad 
companies could be held responsible. They 
would then have very few damace sults to 
cefend in the courts and no big judgements to 
pay as now. Mr. Bradshaw thinks thatit 
would be to the interest of the railroad com- 
panies themselves to protect their rallroad 
crossings, but aside from that they owe it as 
aduty tothe public to protect them, ana if 
ihey will not employ watchmen and put up 

bars voluntarily, the city must compei them 
to do so. 

SPEAKS FROM PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 

Delegate Cronin of the First Ward, whois 
also a member of the Kaliroad Committee in 
the House of Delegates, is enthusiastically in 
favoroftgiving the public better protection 
at the railroad crossings. ‘‘] know some- 
thing from personal experience of the way 
the railroad companies protect their cross- 
ings, "said Mr. Cronin. ‘‘I was driving with 
a iady along Union avenue one evening, and 
hadavery narrow escape from being run 
over by a Wabash train near the 
Union avenue entrance to Forest 

Park. I turned the horse suddenly 
around at the risk of upsetting the buggy 
and throwing the lady out or we should have 
both been killed. There was no watchman 
attoe crossing andthe engineer did not ring 
his bell or give any other warning. If there 
had been a watchman there anda bar to let 
cown it would have been impossible for us to 
have run into danger, supposing, of course, 
that the watchman had attended to his busi- 
ness. Theratiroad company is supposed to 
keep a watchman at that crossing during the 
Caytime but he isn’t there on Sunday after- 
houn, When the travel over Union avenue is 
the heaviest ofthe whole week. Yes, I think 
all the crossings is the city should be guarded 
both night and day, and when that bill ts 
referred to our committee I think you can 
countupon its receiving our recommenda- 
tion right away.’’

A Willing Victim’s Money Saved by

Alt hough it was only 6 o’clock last evening, 
Ecklar had already retired and, when the 
officers knocked on his door, he concluded 
that he was to be forcibly broken in on and 
robbed. He at once made preparations for a 
stubborn resistance by rolling the bed against 
the doorand completed defensive arrange- 
ments by placing the chairs against the 
washstand. With a large revolver in his 
hand, he took his stand behind this barricade 
and defied bis supposed assallants to enter. 
After much persuasion Kcklar was induced to 
believe no harm was intended him, and he 
concluded to remove his defenses and allow 
the officers to make a peaceable entry into 
the room.

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THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


Government Soundings for a Line to 
Hawali. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—It has been 
decided by the Navy Department to make 
another line of soundings before definitely 
deciding upon the route for the proposed sub- 
marine cable between San Francisco and the 
Hawalian Islands. This conclusion has been 
reached after an examination of the full re- 
port just received here of the survey of the 


two lines recently completed by the Fish 
Commission steamer Albatross. Many ir- 
regularities ranging from normal to sub- 
marine mountains two and a haif miles in 
height were found in their two lines. Valu- 
able information, however, has been gained 
by the survey. as there are different data now 
at hand to indicate the most favorable line to 
be next surveyed. 
Orders were telegraphed yesterday to 
Lieut. Commander Tanner of the Albatross 
at Sun Franciscoto get his vessel ready at 
once for making the new survey. The new 
line will be run on the great circle, start- 
ing at or near Point Conception, Cal., to the 
Island of Hawalil. Withthis line completed 
the department will be tolerably famillar 
with the bottom of the sea covering an area 
of nearly 300 miles in width between tne Call- 
fornia coast and the Hawalian Islands. The 
experts of the hydrographic office, who have 
keptacareful record of all the soundings 
made, expect a more level line on the great 
circle, which it is now proposed to run.

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WHY MILK IS BAD. 


An Investigation of City Dairies and 
What It Disclosed. 


THE INSPECTION BILL TO COME UP BE- 
FORE THE SANITARY OOMMITTEE. 


City Dairymen Will Make a Big Fight on 
the Measure—What Was Discovered by 
Inspectors Yesterday in a Tour of the 
Ninth Ward Dairies—Dr. Dalton Exon- 
erated—Oity Hall News. 


The Sanitary Committee of the House of 
Delegates will meet at 7 o’clock this evening 
to consider two very tmportant clauses in the 
milk bill, The question of dairy inspection is 
involved anda very lively session is antici- 
pated. The clauses over which the fignt will 
be made ordain that the City Chemist or his 
associates shall at least once in a month in- 
spect the buildings, feed, health and condi- 
tion of the cows, and in case of disease quar- 
antine the diseased animal. A _ fur- 
ther provision is that cow stables 
shall be washed out twice a 
cay and that Guring six months of the year 
cows should be pastured for six hours a day. 
Finally no Gatry shall hereafter be estab- 
lished In that portion of the city north of 
Meramec street and east and south of Grand 
avenue and outside of these limits only when 
connected with the city sewer system and 
abovethe city grade and provided with a 
cow lot or pasture, 

All of these provisions will not be welcomed 
by the city dairymen, and a big wrangle will 
likely ensue. During the past week Dr. Sul- 
ivan and Dairy Inspector La Barge have 
been making a tour of the city dairies in the 
southern part of the city, and they will have 
some interesting facts to lay before the com- 
mittee, 

INVESTIGATED DAIRIES. 

Yesterday they visited five dairies in the 
Ninth Ward, and in three found the stables 
go Gark that it was imipossible to see the ani- 
mais.

UNLICENSED DRAMSHOPS. 

The official police report presented to 
the Council last night by Councilman An- 
DERSON gave a list of 1,885 dramshops in 
this city, only 1,166 of which could show 
a license when called for by the police. 

The other 719 had been permitted to do 
a dramshop business illegally for the 
last six weeks at least, and for how much 
longer no man knows. 

All the public knows about the matter is 
that Collector ZIEGENHEIN’S collections 
for 1891 show only 1,655 saloons paying 
license and that in his recent letter to the 
Council he estimated the number that 
would pay license for 1892 at 1,757, or just 
128 less than the number of regularly es- 
tablished and recognized dramshops re- 
ported by the police. 

Now this report, bad as it is, is not a 
full showing of Collector ZI=ZGENHEIN’s 
systematic violation of the laws, which re- 
fuire him to prosecute and summarily 
close every saloon selling liquors without 
a license obtained or renewed according to 
law and paid for in advance at the begin- 
ing of each half year. It relates only to 
the saloons licensed or promised a license 
by the Collector when they get ready to 
pay for it, anditshows that 128 of them 
are expected and allowed in his estimates 
to evade the payment of $70,400 of license 
tax every year under his illegal credit sys- 
tem of dealing with them, 

But let the Council Investigating Com- 
mittee obtain from the Federal authorities 
a list of the Federal dramshop licenses 
taken out and paid for in advance, and 
compare that list with the police list. The 
comparison will show a further list of 
places doing a dramshop business in this 
city without city or State license, which 
are by law denied a license and forbidden 
to sell liquor by the drink either with or 
without license. “As much in fines as these 
places would pay for license could be col- 
lected from them by law if the law were 
enforced. 

‘If the Council Committee goes into the 
whole license business as it should, it can 
easily show how a strict and faithful en- 
forcement of the law would protect and 
benefit honest payers of license taxes, and 
increase the revenue from that source 
several hundred thousand dollars over the

RESULTS OF THE POLICE CANVASS SU B- 
MITTED TO THE COUNCIL. 


Out of 1,882 Saloons in the City, 716 Have 
Failed to Pay the Licenses Which Were 
Due on Jan. 4—Councilman Anderson 
Makes Some Telling Points Against the 
Collector—An Investigating Commit- 
tee Aprointed. 


The Post- DISPATCH exposure of the scandal 
in City Collector Ziegenhein’s management 
of the Dramshop License Derartment of his 
office last night received official confirma- 
tion. 

Councilman Anderson atthe regular meet- 
ing ofthe City Council held Collector Ziegen- 
hein up to pubic condemnation on evidence 
in perfect line with the revelations already 
published by the Post- DisPaTcu. 

The arraignment was one which promises 
to make last night’s session of the Council an 
historic meeting. It had many significant 
features. 

President Walbridge failed again to put in 
an appearance. Two weeks ago President 
Walobridge ‘‘railroaded’’ an effective scheme 
through the Council which he hoped would 
prevent the threatened exposure. Since that 
time the President of the Council has not 
been visible at a Council meeting. 

City Collector Ziegenhein had refused to 
furnish Councilman Anderson with the fig- 
ures of the Dramshop License Department of 
the City Collector’s office. 

Councilman Anderson obtained the dram- 
shop statistics nevertheless, and last night 
they convicted Collector Ziegenhein of shame- 
less disregard of bis official duties and the 
most startling non-collection of the city’s 
rightful revenue, 

There are 1,885 dramshops in St. Louls. 

Of that number, 719 are doing business 
without a license. 

The City Treasury to-day is short just $179, - 
750 on the collection of dramshop licenses for 
the first six months of 1892. Had Collector 
Ziegenhein done his plain duty since Jan. 4, 
this amount would now beto the city’s credit 
drawing 4 per cent interest. 

The figures proving these facts were sub- 
mitted to the Council last night by Mr. An- 
derson, together with the full list of the 1883 
saloons in St. Louis which Collector Zeigen 
hein would not or could not furnish to Coun- 
cilman Anderson. The police had to be 
called on to do the City Collector’s work in 
this fleld. 

Ziegenhein’s henchmen in the Council, 
Hoolan and Rensieck, were unable to explain 
away the startilug facts presented by, Coun- 
cilman Anderson, and the arrangement of 
Collector Ziegenhein met with mo practical 
defense. 

The City Coliector’s alleged report to the 
Council, which President Walbridge, under 
some strange influence, had found so ‘‘com- 
plete and satisfactory,’’ was shown up by 
Mr. Anderson last night as a brazen and des 
perate evasion of every question put to the 
Collector by the Anderson resolution. 

When Mr. Anderson’s arraignment of City 
Collector Ziegenhein was concluded in the 
Council last night the scandal in the City Col- 


'lector’s office took on a new and more threat- 


ening aspect. 

It shows that the city is annually deprived 
ofalarge amount of revenue to which it is 
justly entitled, and which the law commands 
the City Collector to collect. 

It went toa special committee of the Coun- 
cil for investigation and action. .The people 
of St. Louls look tothat committee to do its 
duty. The evidence which awaits the com- 
mittee’s action is plain, decisive and un- 
answerable, 

That evidence shows a city Collector’s 
favoritism, which allows 719 saloon-keepers 
to do business without a license, in upjust 
competition with 1,166 saloon-keepers who 
pay thelr licenses and look tothe City Col- 
ector for protection under the law. 

The President of the Council, the Jadge of 
the Criminal Court, and the Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of that court, all subserv- 
lent to the ‘*Ziegenhetn pull,’’ have falled 
to prevent the exposure of the scandal in 
Ziegenhein’s administration. 

The Council special committee now has the 
facts inthecase. It is for that committee to 
act, or else to Invite greater wrongs than 
those under which the City Treasury is now 
suffering. 


. THE COUNCIL MEETING. 

When the Council was calied to order last 
night it was by Vice-President Sloan, Presi- 
dent Walbridge was once more conspicuous 
by his absence, an absence that has been un- 
broken since that officer made his desperate 
butineffectual attempt to suppress the Zieg- 
enhein investigation two weeks ago, while 
Councilman Anderson was out of the city. 
The roll. call showed that Councilmen Ander- 
son, Arnstein, Cuilinane, Cole, Flesh, 
Hoolan, James and Sloan were present. 
Councilmen Horton, Bensieck and Wehner 
came intothe council chamber after roll- 
cali. There was a large gathering in the 
lobby and !t was apparent that a lively ses- 
sion was expected. The expectation was 
realized. 

The call for the discussion of unfinished 
business in the regular order of the Council 
proceedings was the signal for interesting 
work to begin. Councilman Anderson arose 
and laid out before him on his desk a form!- 
dable array of papers. 

‘*‘Underthbe head of unfinished business, 
Mr. President,’’ he said, ‘‘I desire to take up 
the consideration of City Collector Zeigen- 
hein’s official reporttothe Council. Before 
xOing intoall the facts and figures which I 
have gathered bearing on this matter, I wish 
to State afew significant facts by way of in- 
troduction. 

“‘Ifind that the City Collector says in his 
report that there are 1,800 licensed saloons in 
the city of St. Lowis.. His collections for 1891 
amounted to $827,544.85, or the revenue from 
only 1,655 saloon licenses. His estimated col- 
lections for 1892 are $878,554.95, or the revenue 
from 1,757 saloon licenses. The figures I have 
obtained show that there area total of 1885 
Sajoons in St, Louls. Now, what has become 
Or these other 128 saloons in Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s caiculations? The total revenue, ac- 
cording to bis own report, should be $900,000 
per year from saloon licenses. 

‘*Iwish every member of the Council was 
here to-night, and especially, my friend, Mr.

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WHY MILK I8 BAD. 


An Investigation of Oity Dairies and 
What It Disclosed. 


THE INSPECTION BILL TO GOME UP BE- 
FORE THE SANITARY OOMMITTEE. 


City Dairymen Will Make a Big Fight on 
the Measure—What Was Discovered by 
Inspectors Yesterday in a Tour of the 
Ninth Ward Dairies—Dr. Dalton Exon- 
erated—Oity Hall News. 


The Sanitary Committee of the House of 
Delegates Willmeet at 7 o’clock this evening 
to consider two very tmportant clauses in the 
milk bill, The question of dairy inspection is 
involved anda very lively session is antici- 
pated. The clauses over which the fignt will 
be made ordain that the City Chemist or his 
associates shall at least once In @ month in- 
spect the buildings, feed, health and condal- 
tion of the cows, and in case of disease quar- 
antine the diseased animal. A fur- 
ther provision is that cow stables 
shall be washed out twice a 
day and that Guring six months of the year 
cows should be pastured for six hours a day. 
Finally no dairy shall hereafter be estab- 
lished in that portion of the city north of 
Meramec street and east and south of Grand 
avenue and outside of these limits only when 
connected with the city sewer system and 
abovethe city grade and provided with a 
cow lot or pasture, 

All of these provisions will not be welcomed 
by the city dairymen, and a big wrangle will 
likely ensue. During the past week Dr. Sul- 
ivan and Dairy Inspector La Barge have 
been making a tour of the city dairiesin the 
southern part of the city, and they will have 
some interesting facts to lay before the com- 


mittee. 
INVESTIGATED DAIRIES. 

Yesterday they visited five dairies in the 
Ninth Ward, ano in three found the stables 
go dark that it was impossible to see the ani- 
mals. With no openings to let in the light 
ventilation was out ofthe question. One 
dairyman with seventeen cows fed three 
barrels of distillery slops every day. Another 
had a malt bin filled with foul smelling salted 
malt. The inspector has also analyzeda 
number of samples of milk during the past 
few days, and will show the city dairymen 
howthelrmilk is running below the stan- 
dard,’’ 

Delegate Alt of the Sanitary Committee 
brought wna hen quigee in a sample of milk 
used by his family which showed only 9 per 
cent of total solids on analysis. A citizen 
brought ina sample of milk be had received 
from his dairyman which the family were 
afraid to use on account of its pecullar odor. 
When the doctor placed a drop of it under 
the microscope he found it filled with minute 
but perfectly developed tape worms. 

The milk inspector is thoroughly 
aroused by the opposition the 
bill has met with and is going to give the 
committee a very interesting address this 
evening. Satd he this morning: ‘‘I am not 
fighting the city dairymen. The only an- 
tagonism is between the city men and the 
shippers. lam working for pure milk anda 
milk department that means something. If 
the city dairymen are not doing what Is right 
they will have to suffer for the common good, 
The business interests of 300 menare not to be 
compared in importance with the health of 
the city.’’ 

PLAIN STATEMENT FROM A DAIRYMAN. 

All the factions will be present this even- 
ing to look out for their interests. Mr, Cab- 
anne, who has been assailed very 
vigorously at previous meetings 
was asked this morning for his view 
of the bill and the fight on it.

him to prevent the enforcement of the State 
law, which law he assisted in having re- 
pealed. The statelaw allowed the sale of 
skimmed-milk, but forbade the sale of swill 
milk, Thiselement hadthelaw repealed on 
the ground thatit was detrimental to the 
a of the city to allow skimmed milk 
S0id, 

‘*The ordinance before you forbids the sale 
of skimmed milk, and allows the sale of 
evr Se, still this elementis here oppos- 
ng it. 

‘‘Mr. Steber’s position as I see it, is to pass 
an ordinance which he believes will protect 
the consumerand at the same time protect 
honest milk dealers, This ordinance allows 
city dairies to remain in the city, but subject 
to certain regulations. It forbids the 
Sale of skim milk, which they have always 
asked for, and allows the use of dis- 
Ullery grains as a food for the cows, 
which they also ask for. When the ordinance 
was introduced last spring, I called Mr. 
steber’s attention to certain sections which 
ifenforced would drive honest milk dealers 
out of the business, and asked him to with- 
draw and correct it, and then introduce it. 
lie refused todo so, but said if found expedient 
ornecessary, it could be amended when it 
came up for discussion before the committee. 
Jie also said that it was not his intention to 
drive city dairymen or the railroad milk 
Jealer out of business, and that eath faction 
could appear before the committee to look 
out for their interests. 

‘For fear that some one may think I am 
parading asa philanthropist, I will say that 
iy motive is purely a selfish one. I believe 
the sales of the company I represent will be 
increased if the billas amended is passed ana 
enforced preventing the sale of skimmed- 
miuk and adulterated milk and cream.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.~The February 
cotton reportjof the statistician of the De- 
partment of Agriculture relates to proportion 
marketea, quality, yield of lint, close of 
picking season, losses by insects and price of 
seed. The proportion sent from plantations, 
as estimated by reporters, and accurately 
consolidated, is as follows: Virginia 80, North 


Carolina 82, South Carolina 90, Georgia 92, 
Florida 92, Alabama 91, Mississippi 88, Louisi- 
ana 89, Texas 86, Arkansas 68, Tennessee 89, 
and Missouri 86; general average 568.3 per 
cent. 
Returns of comparisons with the crop of 
last year are: Virginia, 78; North Carolina, 
79; South Carolima, 82; Georgia, 85; Florida, 
04; Alabama, 92; Mississippi, 96; Louisiana, 
99. Texas, 107; Arkansas, 96; Tennessee, 91; 
Missouri, 90—genenal average, 94.8 per cent. 
The returns are remarkably consistent as 
their indicated result varies by less than 1 
per cent, indicating a cro ofabout halfa 
million baies short ofthatof 1890, The Oc- 
tober reports of thetwo years make an almost 
identical difference. These results are sub- 
mitted without comment.

Tonnessee, 18; Missouri, 11. On the Atlantic 
Coast t large use of seed for fertilization 
makes a relatively high price. Losses from 
insects were mot very serious, and were 
mainly confined to the Gulf Coast States.

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VEST ON NATIONAL ISSUES, 


From the Senator Read 
Denver Barquet. 
DENVER, Colo., Feb, 10.—At the banquet 
ofthe Greystone Club last night in memory 
Samuel J. Tilden’s birthday, the following 
letter was read from Senator George G. Vest 


of Missouri: 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29, 1892. 


Alexander B. McKinley, Eeq., President of the 
Greystone Club, Denver, Colo.: 


My DEAR Srr—Accept my thanks for your kind in- 
vitation of the J6oth inst., asking me to attend the 
annual banquet of the Greystone Ciub on Fob. 9, and 
expressing the wish thatif not able to be present I 
would embody my views on the political situation in 
a letter to be read at the club. 

You refertoaninterview with me published last 
November in the St. Louis Republic, in which I 
deciarod my preference for M:. Cleveland as the 
presidential candidate of our party. ‘There has re- 
cently appeared a statement that I favored Gov. 
Hill, and without any disposition to thrust my 
opinions upon the public as to matters not within 
the immediate sphere of my Official duties, justice 
to the Democratic party and myself demands a frank 
expression of my views as tothe serious questions 
pressing upon us. 

In private conversation I have often said, and now 
state pubiiciy, that |Lhave never sympathized with 
those who havé denounce: David B. Hill as a traitor, 
and who have besn unable to see any good in his 
character vr achievements. He has my unqualified 
adiniration and gratitude for much that he has done, 
and especially for his splendid services in defeating 
the attempt of the HKepublicans to steal the New 
York Legisiature. 

I have also said that recent events had satisfied me 
that Cleveland could not carry the New York dele- 
gation to the next Democratic National Convention, 
and that Hil! could do with that as he picetee. From 
this hasoriginated the roport to which I have al- 
luded. il have never wavered in my earnest desire 
forthe election of Mr Cleveland, although recent 
events wave satisfied me that the chances for his 
nomination are greatiy diminished. It is proper that 
I should frankly give my reasons for this opinion. 
When in New York last fall, during the State can- 
vass. I was impressed by what I saw and heard that 
the Tammany leaders would abandon their opposi- 
tion to Cleveland and would support him for the 
presidential no‘ination. That impression bas been 
entirely removed by the epoakership contest, in 
which the determination of the Tammany and 
other Eastern Democratic wanagers.was fully dovel- 
oped to defeat Mr. Cleveland at all hazards, 
it is not my purpose to discuss 
tails of —that~- unfortunate conflict. 
Democratic party will survive this, as it has 
vived many other blunders and misfortunés, 
should be wanting in candor if I did not state that 
one fact was developed by this contest above ali oth- 
ers, and that was the fixed and unalterable design in 
certain quartérs to strike down ali hope or prospect 
of Mr. Cleveland’s nomination. The personality of 
Mills and Crisp had little to do with the result. 
Every inteliigent man knew that the issue on which 
we had won many States in the recent past,and upon 
which we must win in the future, was tariff reform. 
Grover Cleveland had risked his public career on 
this issue and made success possible, and Roger Q. 
Mills stood before the country as its leading defend- 
or and exponent in the House of Representatives. 

lam dealing with facts, pot motives,and I dis- 
tinctly disciaim any attempt to depreciate the ability 
and high standing of Mr, Crisp. Parties are like 
armies, and while the private has equal triotism 
and courage with the commanding general, the lat- 
ter is known to the world as represeuting the cause 
for which the army contends, and so history records 
it. The fight is over, and every e mocrat 
should forget its acrimony and prepere for meeting

Another Brilliant Performance by the 
Pitou Co.—Amtusement News. 


Weakness and strength are strikingly com- 
bined in *‘Geoffrey Middleton,’’ the play by 
Miss Martha Morton presented by the Pitou 
Stock Co. at the Grand last evening. 

Awkwardness of construction is combined 
with unusual brightness of incident and dia- 
logue. The plot suggests the ‘*Forge-Master’’ 
reversed, the husband being the purchased 
commodity in the matrimonial market. But 
the scene is laid in America, and Miss Morton 
does not accomplish the coarse and cold- 
blooded arrangement for the marriage of 


Geoffrey Middleton and Margaret Merritt 
convincingly, ana there isa lack of delicacy 
and deftness in the working-out of the plot. 

The reconciliation of husband and wife Is 
not the sweet and sacred discovery of mutual 
love, but a spectacular exhibition of reunion 
brought about bya great deal of unskiliful 
and meddlesome scheming on the part of 
friends, 

The author shows a tendency to exaggera- 
tion of character and farcical extravagance 
in comedy incidents. But granting her pre- 
mises and overlooking her caprices one finds 
an abundance of bright entertainment in 
clever characterization, the witty lines, 
amusing incidents and topical hits of the 
play. It contains some brilliant work. 

The character of Mrs. Hatchett, the grass 
widow with a cynical tongue Dut a sound 
beart, is. evidently the author’s pet,

ita brifiiant bit of work and Adelaide Stan- 
hope made the most of her opportunities. 
Her impersonation was so full of expressive 
genuineness, artistic enthusiasm and 
piquance that she captivated the house and 
scoréd one of the hits of the evening.
